“Do You Favor the Wpland 
Chamber of Commerce. seeking 
Light Industries?” is the question 
answered by 156 members and 
following is today’s unofficial re- 


This was announced today by 
Harold W. Cook, superintendent, 
Upland school district, who said 
that the response to the P.T.A,’s 
drive for signatures was excep- 
tionally well received and that 
practically everyone contacted in- 
dicated that they were in favor 
of higher salaries for teachers. 

Nearly 180,000 signatures are 
required in the state before the 
initiative can be placed on the 
pallot. Judging from all reports 
throughout the state, it seems 
that there will be little difficulty

amendment calls for the raising 
of the minimum for teachers’ sal- 
aries from the present scale of 
$1,800 to $2,400. It also proposes 
for the establishment of $120 a 
year in the allocation of State 
funds for pupils in average daily 
attendance. Present rate is $80 
for elementary schools; $90 for 
high schools and $90 for junior 
colleges. 

P.T.A. members who made a 
house-to-house canvass to secure 
the 1285 signatures and the dis- 
tricts in which they worked fol- 
low: 


Two hundred members of the 
civic organization were polled on 
the question and President Wil- 
liam Gilliland announced the re- 
sult after the deadline had been 
reached for receipt of votes. 

The majority in favor of a more 
aggressive program for the cham- 
ber is. greater than had been 
anticipated, chamber officials 
acknowledged.

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Newsprint Shortage 


Stock Sufficient 

All newspapers are faced with, 
their greatest crisis but in gen- 
eral semi-weekly and weekly 
newspapers in Southern Califor- 
nia are less critically affected 
than are other papers. 

The Upland News and The 
Fontana News, both published in 
Upland, were given a quota early 
in 1946 and this allotment will 
be sufficient for the regular pub- 
lication of the newspapers for 
sometime. 

Reason for the extreme short- 
age of newsprint is the strike of 
loggers in Canada and the Pa- 
cific northwest. If the strike is 
prolonged indefinitely, all news- 
papers will of necessity be forc- 
ed to curb their publications but 
no extreme steps will be neces- 
sary by The News’ publications 
for the present.

Start Work On 
11 New Homes; 
Issue 23 Permits 


Building permits issued in the 
city for the month of May totaled 
23 for a valuation of $54,795. 

Of this total $48,900 was for 
11 new homes, construction on 
which began in Upland during 
the month. The most expensive 
home to be built will cost $9,200 
and the least expensive, $2,000. 

Valuation of building this 


month was far below that of 
April, however, when the total 
zoomed to $149,011.98. In May, 


1945, total valuation was $21,- 
343, but a total of 14 new dwell- 
ings was built at that time 
which is more than the 11 start- 
ed this year. From these figures 
it is evident that higher priced 
homes are being built now than 
there were a year ago. 


Richard Derby, building inspec- 
tor, said that the boom in build- 
ing last month was probably due 
to the fact that builders were 
all trying to beat the deadline 
and get all the material they 
could.

MacArthur's | Policy of Goodwill, 
Firmness Praised by Chaplain 


BY NEWTON WALLACE 

General MacArthur is following 
a policy of firmness and good- 
will towards the Japanese peo- 
ple, and if he is ever ee) 
he is prepared to’ take his case ! 
to the American people, Major | 
Paul Yinger, until recently a 
chaplain on MacArthur’s staff, 
told the members of the Presby- 
terian Men’s club here Friday 
night. ‘ 

Rev. Yinger described MacAr- 
thur as a Christian gentleman, 
and a great military strategist. 
He contrasted the occupation of 
Japan with that of Germany, say- 
ing that the difference was due 
to the fact that there had been 
no house to house fighting in Ja- 
pan, with all the devastation and 
looting that accompanies that 
sort of warfare. The second dif- | 
ference was that the Japanese 
by nature like central authority 
and MacArthur was giving them 
that authority. 

_MacArthur’s policy of goodwill | 
with firmness is reaping dynamic 
results, and teday, according to 
Yinger, the Japanese people are 
trying to build a _ permanent 
friendship with this country and 
to build a permanent democracy. 

Yinger told of the terrific im- 
pression which Japanese energy, 
natness and politeness made with | 
the average GI after the primi- | 
tive existence in the Pacific isl- 
ands. At their first meal in Ja-i 
pan, officers and men alike were 
served fillet mignon. 

The chaplain said that in all 
Japan he did not see one pair 
of hostile eyes, but rather the 
people seemed: grateful for hav- 
ing been liberated. ‘“‘As oppressed ; 
people, they became oppressors, 
but now as liberated people, they 
can become a great force for 
democracy,” he said. | 

He described the devastation

along the road from Yokohama 
to Tokyo, but said the ruthless 
destruction of dwellings by in- 
cendiary bombs was _ necessary 
as practically every house was 
a war. factcry in itself; each 
manufacturing some part of the 
weapons of war. 

He described at length the co- 
operation of the Japanese and 
American soldiers in producing 
a Christmas pageant and the 
“Messiah” last year. In the ‘“Mes- 


Siah” there were 200 vcices, ac- 


companied by a 175-piece Jap- 
anese orchestra. A total cf 6500 
witnessed the performance, and 
2000 Japanese children attended 
a Christmas party, sponsored by 
the soldiers. 

Bowing, according to the chap- 
lain, presented a complex prob- 
lem to the average soldier, and 
he jokingly added that the men- 
tal institutions of Japan were 
being filled with people frustrat- 
ed in the bowing, as the Ameri- 
can in his eternal hurry, hardly. 
had time for the formalities. 

Yinger, who spent of part of 
his stay in Japan as an English 
teacher in the American-Japanese 
Conversational Institute, stress- 
ed how democracy was being in- 
doctrinated into the pecple. He 
estimated that 10 to 15 per cent 
of the people could either read 
or write English. 

Rev. Yinger has just complet- 
ed his terminal leave and is in- 
terim-associate in young peoples 
work for the Claremont Com- 
munity church. 

A large crowd of 81 men at- 
tended the meeting, with Howard 
Kilmurray presiding. Paul Rosen- 
trater, a Beulah college student,
